Head 
fighting bulls or bulls having bad horns must be de-horned 
or kept out of drawing. 


Riding to be done with one hand and loose rope, with or with- 
out handhold, or rigging and one hand. No knots or hitches to 
prevent rope from falling off bull or steer when rider leaves him. 
Rope must have bell; no bell, no marking. Eight seconds will be 
allowed for ride before signal is given by timer. Time to start 
when bull or steer leaves chute. Riders who are knocked off at 
chute, or if bull or steer falls, to be entitled to a re-ride at dis- 
cretion of judges. Rider not to use sharp spurs, and not to spur 
bull in the chute before gate opens. This will be a four-ride 
average. Each contestont must wear a cowboy hat, boots and 
spurs when coming out of chute. 


Any of the following offenses will disqualify a rider: 


(1) Cheating in any manner. (2) Being bucked off. (3) Not 
being ready to ride when called. (4) Touching animal with free 
hand or hat. (5) Using sharp spurs. (6) Spurring bull or steer 
in chute. 


Bull and rider rated separately on basis of 100 per cent. 


Percentage of both animal and rider to be added, thus indi- 
cating final rating.

Each contestant will be allowed to make two throws, and on

reins to prevent horse from dragging calf. Roper must not bust 
calf, but dismount, go down rope and throw calf by hand, cross 
and tie any three feet and throw up both hands as signal for 
time. If calf is down when roper gets to it, it must be let up 
and thrown by hand. The tie must hold until passed on by tie 
judge. If tie comes loose or if calf gets up before tie is ruled a 
fair one, the roper will be marked no time. 


If roper intentionally busts calf or handles calf roughly at any 
time, he will be fined or disqualified, at the discretion of the 
field judges. This will be a four calf average. Each contestant 
must wear a cowboy hat and boots. Any question as to catches 
and ties in this contest will be decided by the judges.

Riding to be done with plain halter and 
one rein. Rein must be without tape or knots. Rein hand must 
show daylight above horse's neck as rider leaves chute. Hand 
and rein must be on same side of horse's neck. After the horse 
leaves the chute, everything the rider does will be counted for 
or against him. 


Horse must be spurred first jump out of starting place and 
rider must continue to spur throughout ride to satisfaction of 
iudges. 


The matter of re-rides will be decided by the judges. Riders 
allowed 10 seconds to make the ride. Any of the following of- 
fenses will disqualify rider—being bucked off; coasting with 
feet against horse’s shoulders; changing hands on rein; wrap- 
ping rein around hand; pulling lea:her; losing a stirrup; failure 
to leave starting place with both spurs against horse's shoulders; 
not being ready to ride when called; cheating in any manner 
to prevent horse from doing his best; riding otherwise than with 
straight rein from halter ring to rider; riding with locked rowels 
or rowels that will lock on spurs and failing to spur throughout 
ride to the satisfaction of the judges. This will be a four-ride 
average. Each contestant must wear a cowboy hat, chaps, 
boots and spurs when coming out of the chute.

This year the California Rodeo comes back! Salinas is a cow 
town again! 

Much of California’s progress has centered around the 
cattle industry and rodeos or round-ups held on the great 
ranchos in the early days. During the past quarter-century 
there has been a decided revival of rodeos all through the State 


of California in particular and throughout the United States in 
general. 


The California Rodeo, which began some thirty-five years 
ago, is staged at Salinas as an annual ‘wild west show,’’ with 
the sincere hope that in so sponsoring it the cattlemen and 
horse lovers were not alone providing recreation and perhaps 
amusement for thousands of people, but in a larger sense per- 
petuating the spirit of the ‘‘old West,’’ encouraging horseman- 
ship and the showing of fine stock, horses and cattle. 


After an absence of five long years, during which Salinas 
went “all out for war,” its great rodeo fields being taken over 
by the Government for the duration, plus—first, as a Japanese 
relocation center and then as a military camp—Salinas is right 
back where it belongs; back with a show remembered by count- 
less people as the greatest of all the State’s thirty-odd rodeos 
and western shows. During the early days of this year the entire 
town, together with interested cattlemen from far and near, 
were living in suspense as arrangements for rehabilitation of 
the grounds were rushed to completion in time for a show for 
1947. 


EARLIER THIS YEAR 


A month earlier than in years gone by—June 19 to 22— 
will find the California Rodeo Horse Fair and Stock Show back 
to normal, in full swing, offering the highest purses in the 
United States, $13,800 in eight arena events, which together 
with the track show offered, brings the operation of the Salinas 
show well over the $100,000 mark. The high figure assures the 
attraction of ‘top hands” to participate. 


As this great Western outdoor show draws closer, Salinas 
its fertile valley is by-passed. The world-famous lettuce 
industry, the great fruit and vegetable industries and allied 
manufacture, such as ice plants, which manufacture more ice 
for commercial use than any other city in the United States— 
all step aside for the cowboy, with his high-heeled boots, ten- 
gallon hat, and broad grin, who assumes his rightful place in 


The Old West lives Again! 
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a community that was born and bred in Western interests and 
activities. 


The beautiful grandstand and arena location fits into the 
foreground of the Gabilan range as naturally and with as much 
ease as Joaquin Murietta or any of his contemporary bandits 
who roamed those same hills and ranges in days past. 


Unlike rodeos of old, which were held at the end of round- 
ups in ranch corrals, the California Rodeo is held in a modern 
stadium, with concrete stands, modern chutes and corrals, with 
the very latest in track and arena facilities. In rodeos of yester- 
year, cowboys came from a radius of a few miles for the con- 
tests. Today they trek from all corners of the continent, many 
bringing their own mounts in modern horse trailers. 


“BIG WEEK’ FETE 


' The affair is the outgrowth of the activities of a group of 
cattlemen and ranchers who nearly half a century ago put on 
a little show, perpetuating the customs and traditions of the 
Old West, and teamed up later with the merchants of the city 
in a town celebration called ‘Big Week.’’ The California Rodeo 
soon succeeded as the West's greatest show, and, for that week, 
became a melting pot of cowboys from all sections of the 
United States and Canada who came to compete in the great 
contests of varied abilities. Equally interested are owners of 
the famous trick horses, the strings of show horses, and other 
stellar equine attractions, all of whom find some event espe- 
cially designed for them. 


Popular spectator events include Wild Cow Milking, during 
which contest the cowboys attempt to successfully obtain a 
little milk from cows that have never before been milked; and 
the Wild Horse Race, an event which proves a great favorite 
among rodeo fans. The horses strenuously object to being sad- 
dled and, after they have been saddled, object even more 
effectively to being ridden, particularly in the direction speci- 
fied by the human contestant. 


Daily during the four-day show—June 19 to 22—there is a 
horse parade, comprising more than a thousand mounts. Di- 
rectly down the main street, which is lined with spectators, out 
to the Rodeo grounds go the blacks, the bays, the sorrels, the 
Pintos and Palominos, cowhorse and work horse, their riders 
in costumes as varied as their interests. 


And on Saturday night there is a big Colmo Del Rodeo pa- 
rade and Mardi Gras Ball. This is a parade of hundreds of elec- 
trically lighted floats, drill teams, martial bands, organizations 
in dress uniform—gay and colorful—followed by a street dance 
in preparation for which the main street has been blocked to 
all traffic from the previous afternoon. Not to be outdone by 
this Saturday night parade, however, is the Kiddie Kapers. 
Usually held on the Wednesday night preceding the four-day 
event show, this is a parade of and for children who are com- 
peting for cash prizes in each division and free tickets to the
